Schooner Arrives 
From Australia 


LOS ANGELES—(INS)—Eight 
Australian seafarers rested in Los 
Angeles harbor yesterday on a 109- 
foot schooner on which they are 
making a 9,000-mile world cruise.

The Legislature, which refused to pass 
the home rule bill, left behind one of the 
best arguments for it we have seen.

Not Victims of Illusions 


The United States, as always, stands 
ready to talk atomic controls with Russia. 

No one in the State Department, and 
no high official in the Government, ever 
has held any other idea. 

- But, as if to remove any doubt, Assist- 
alk Secretary of State John D. Hickerson 
has reiterated that position. 

Until Russia is ready and willing to 
accept international inspection, however, 
we have little faith anything can come 
of further talks. The Soviet has resisted 
inspection for three years. It walked out 


to study bills before signing them—al- 
ready had signed the measure when the 
error was discovered. It was, in fact, a 
law of the State. 

Lawyers went into a huddle and point- 
ed out that the State Supreme Court has 
ruled general bills, meant for local appli- 
cation and specifying both a population 
floor and a ceiling, unconstitutional. It 
also was discovered that where this meas- 
ure used “and” it should have used “or.” 

And so, 158 counties in Georgia are 
spared the necessity of calling a special 
election to decide on whether beer and 
wine sales shall be legal. Wilkes will 
have to wait awhile for its election, too. 

If home rule were in effect there 
wouldn’t be such potentially costly mis- 
takes. The Legislature again has provided 
a powerful selling point for the legisla- 
tion it won't pass. 

Also, we agree with the Governor. He 
ought to have more time to study bills 
before passing on them.

As long as Russia holds to her goal 
of world domination, the cold war will 
continue.

Odds and Ends of the Assembly Session

but was caught in the final rush for ad- 
journment in the Senate and died. 


It is a good bill. There was no appreci- 
_ able opposition to it and politics did not 
enter into the consideration. 


Extension of the probation system to 
all counties would cost an estimated $60,- 
000 to $75,000 a year. The State would 
save a great deal more in lower prison 
costs. Authorities say a iarge portion of 
Georgia’s prisoners safely could be pa- 
roled if supervision were available all 
over the State. 


This measure ought to be among the 
first to be considered at the next session.

acted upon was reimbursement of an in- 
nocent man for eight years spent in prison. 
The House backed away from a proposal 
to pay Sanford Allen, of Chattooga Coun- 
ty, $7,500.

The Legislature, which has been denounced—and rightly so—for dodging major issues ana kill- 
ing some constructive measures, turned in some good work during its brief 29-day session. Placing 
State employees under the State Merit System has been an ideal toward which administrations jhave 


for years. As.soon as Gov.

The major step at this session was placing 
the State Revenue Department with its 500 em- 
ployees under the Merit System. This Depart- 
ment has long been a chief patronage spot, with 
various administrations_ padding the pay roll 
with incompetent “inspectors.” With most other 
departments coming under the Merit System, 
the Revenue Department became practically the 
dumping ground for patronage. Now this big 
Department, which deals in taxes, soon will be 
operating undér the Merit System. 


The session also passed bills placing the 
Department of Education, with: its large 
number of employees, under the Merit Sys- 
tem, and extended the Merit System te the

The jobless and the busintss firms will bene- 
fit by this session. With more than $100,000,000 
in reserve built up during the period of pros- 
perity, the Legislature increased the benefit pay- 
ments to unemployed and extended the number 
‘of weeks a jobless person can draw these pay- 
‘ments. It also decreased the contribution taxes 
on the employers. This was’a simple bill, re-

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It is in. marked contrast to our ‘attitude in Georgia where 
are, with great folly, “fighting” suits te equalize facilities. a 


The trouble is the people don’t know. And the further trouble 
is that some people and some politicians becomé afraid. Almost 
always the fear outruns reality. 


Wrong A check reveals that every one of the 21 suits filed in 
Georgia has a basis of justification. Let’s look at what 
Unreasoning stupidity and callous injustice has done. 

In one county the Negro school. burned. down. There was 
about $3,000 insurance on it. Half that money was spent on the 
school for white children and the Negroes were told that if they 
collected en rocks they could have the remaining $1,500 to 
start them er school. 

Justice? Is there a single Georgian of conscience who will 
approve that? Especially when our own yates, made by us, say 
they shall be equal. 

In another county a large number of Negro children had no 
chairs on which to’sit, let alone desks. The city government, em- 
barrassed, appropriated money to buy chairs. At last report, the 
school man responsible was refusing to spend the money, saying he 
was going to wait until he had to do something: 

There are reasons, equally indefensible, behind the other suits. 

Is there a single Georgian with any pride in his State who will 
defend such conditions? Yet, here we go, trying to say that the 
suits are inspired by Communists: that “outside” influences are at 
work; that the suits are outrageous and will be fought. 

Even in Mississippi they know better than that. In Mississippi 
they are oe to equalize every school—as their law requires—and 
as ours does, too, 

They are not allowing a few mulletheads in local school sys- 

tems to muddy the waters and bring Mississippi into Federal courts. 
There isn’t any reason why the enormous amount of common 
decency in Georgia—wholly aside from any feeling about the race 
question—ought not to rise up and demand that we do what Mis- 
sissippi is doing. 
One of our troubles has been that people are afraid 
to talk out. We Sitback and let the State’s name be 
shamed by a few irresponsible persons, and then wince and squirm 
and try to fix the blame elsewhere. 

Nothing is going to embarrass us more than these school suits. 

It should be noted they have not been filed in a single county 
where the people have evidenced the slightest bit of good will or 
intent or desire to do something for the really shocking school 
conditions. It is not,;a question of the Negro. It is a question of 
simple justice and decency and integrity. There won’t be any 
suits filed where the local boards make a real effort to begin— 
not quickly complete—some improvements. 

But every Georgian ought to hope that suits will be filed in 
every county where there are men so narrow between the eyes 
they will defend situations which they themselves know to be wrong. 


In Georgia there are some counties which have gone ahead and . 


done a fine job. Spalding county, for example, is one. In DeKalb, 
Jim Cherry has made a fine start and has plans for the future. 
Fulton and Atlanta are making progress. There are others. 

But there still are those where men of no vision and no com- 
prehénsion of what a State’s pride and reputation ought to be, 
wilfully maintain and .meanly defend conditions which they know 
to be wrohg. — , 

With Mississippi moving to correct her situation on a State-wide 
basis, with her Governor and Legislature taking the lead, are we 


going to become the only State defending these injustices and in- - 


equalities in our system? We've got to answer some day. I wish 
we’d answer now . .. and answer on the side of Georgia’s best 


interests—and of the South.

tonholes down the back of a 
dress are cut from right to left. 


The length of the buttonhole 
should be the diameter of the 
button plus its thickness. The 
buttonhole must be cut on a 
thread, otherwise the edge will 
be uneven and much harder to 
work. The finished buttonhole 
will not be well done and will 
look “homemade.” Buttonholes 
cut at right angles to a hem edge 
should be cut from the center of 
the hem ‘toward the stitched 
edge. Use small, sharp-pointed 
scissors to cut hole parallel to 
the edge, buttonhole scissors may 
be used, if holes are cut at right 
angles to the edge. Insert the 
scissors at one end of the thread 
mark for hole and cyt along the 
thread to the other end. Do not 
cut through the fold of material, 
because it is very hard to follow 


one thread in cutting and to con-; 
trol the length of the hole.’ 


Stitch on machine strand or over- 
cast the hole to strengthen it. If 
you use machine, stitch twice 
around hole before cutting (good 
for beginners) it, forming one 
rectangle with ends exactly at 
the ends of the hole, with the 
sides close to the hole, and an- 
other rectangle as far from it 
as the depth of the desired but- 
tonhole (about % inch). 

Start with a long thread, about 
27 inches, long enough to com- 
pletely finish the hole, use strong 
thread, No. 40 is good. With 
two small stitches bar each end 
for strength, allow the thread to 


- run to the opposite end and take 


two small stitches, then bring 
thread back to the first end and 
take one small stitch over the 
first two made. Overcast edges 
to prevent raveling and to hold 
barring thread in place—use two 
or three over-casting stitches on 
each side, one at end. Start with 
buttonhole stitch at the end not 


-to receive strain in use. Bring 


needle and thread through to 
the right side of cloth one-eighth 
inch from end of hole and as 
far below the hole as the length 
of the hole stitch desired. 

Pass the needle through the 
hole and bring it up through the 
cloth exactly beside the last 
stitch; with needle still in cloth, 
throw the double strand of 
thread from the eye of the needle 
around the point of needle in 
the direction in which the work 
is being done, 
needle through. the cloth and 
straight up from the edge of the 
hole in order to place stitch 
properly with the purl o. twist 
right on the raw edge of the 
cloth. 

Be very careful not to pull 
thread too tight or it will pucker 


the cloth. Make stitches close | 


enough together to allow purls to 
touch each other, but not over- 
lap, about a thread’s width be- 
tween.
